Windows Connection Guide 


1. Insert the Button into a Laptop USB Port: 


a. Plug the Button into a USB port on your laptop. Use a converter if your laptop’s USB 


port requires one. 


b. Wait for the white ring on the Button to fill up and turn static white, indicating it is 


ready to share. In this case, you can skip Step 2 and proceed to Step 3. 


c. Ifthe white ring starts blinking, it indicates that you need to start the ClickShare 


application on your computer. Follow Step 2. 
2. Launch the ClickShare Application: 
a. Once the Button is connected, a new drive will appear on your laptop THIS PC. 


b. If nothing is installed and the LED ring is flashing, double-click the ClickShare 
application on THIS PC to start it. 


3. Start Sharing: 
a. The application shows a "Ready to share to Meeting Room X" message. 
b. You can start sharing in two ways: 


i. Press the Button on the device. The LED on the Button will turn static red, 


and your display will be shared. 


ii. Select the screen or application you want to share directly from the app 


window. Your chosen content will be shared.
